"The report for this year is not intended to indicate desired changes 
in the school law, but is expected to show the condition of the schools, 
by giving statistics and such other information as may concern the 
public generally. 
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STATISTICS. 


By reference to the table of comparative statistics, it will be seen 
"that a notable increase has been made in most of the items, most of 
which are encouraging, showing the schools to be in a prosperous 
state. As the tables of statistics are quite plain, it will not be neces- 
sary to occupy space by giving a summary here. 

As the statistics will doubtless come under the notice of many out- 
side of the territory. a word of explanation is proper concerning one 
or two particulars. First, ourcensus includes persons between the 
ages of four and twenty-one years, while in most of the states it is 
confined to the ages of from six to sixteen years, thus causing our 
territory to appear to great disadvantage in most of the financial 
computations, as well as in the per centage of attendance. 

Another fact which should be noticed is, that all our school fund is 
derived from direct taxation, there being no territorial or national aid.

- SCHOOL LANDS. 


Although sections 16 and 36 of every township have been reserved 
for school purposes, there seems to be no way by which we can ob- 
tain any revenue from these lands so long as Montana remains a ter- 
trriory. During the past year, as indeed during many previous years, 
many appiications have been made to this office concerning school 
lands, some asking for permission to settle upon them, others to have 
persons prosecuted who have settled upon them, some asking for 
permission to fence for purpose of pasturing or cutting hay, etc. etc. 

After correspondence with our delegate in Congress and also with 
the Interior Department, we are of the opinion that little, ifany thing, 
can be done to control or protect these lands so long as we are a 
territory, or before special enactment of the law-making powers. 
Much of this land is being farmed and used in other ways by individuals, 
and it does seem that, in some way a revenue should be obtained 
therefrom, to aid in the support of our schools. The 
cheerfulness with which our school taxes, which are ob 
ten burdensome, are paid, is very commendable as well as char- 
acteristic of Montanians. ^ * 
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SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 


Nothing is more suprising to strangers or visitors, coming into our 
territory, than to witness the excellent school buildings. There is 
scarcely a city or town of any importance in the territory, that does 
not possess one or more finely constructed two story, brick school 
building or buildings. The buildings in rural districts are in most 
cases well furnished with patent seats, and the log buildings, in most 
cases very comfortable, are giving «place to new frame buildings. 


TEACHERS AND SCHOOLS. 


We believe that Montana, so far as teachers are concerned, willrank 
in advance of some of the states. There are many teachers in 
the territory who have had the best of Normal training in Eastern 
schools, and many others who have come with years of experience in 
graded school work in Eastern cities. It may also be remarked, that 
as a rule it is the best class of teachers who have the courage to ven- 
ture so far West. They find the children here, bright, fresh and 
ready to learn. The schools are comparatively new. They have not 
been spoiled by old ways or methods, the parents are liberal as to 
what and how their children may be taught, and the result of all this 
is, that the schools of our territory, as a rule, are in a very encourag- 
ing condition many of them, however, could be very much improved, 
and we trust soon will be. The standard of examinations for certificates 
is being raised, and teachers possessing better qualifications are thus 
being obtained. 


TEXT BOOKS. 


The text books prescribed by law of last legislature have been 
almost universally adopted, and the change will soon be complete. 

Thenew official map of Montana, prepared by W. P. Snow, is now ready 
for distribution to the different school rooms in the territory, as pro- 
vided by law. This wil supply a need long felt in our territory. 
There is a great lack of school appliances, such as maps, globes, 
charts and blackboards, especially in the ungraded schools, School 
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trustees need to be aroused to the necessity ofthese helps in their 
school rooms. 

An account of the Institute work in various counties for the year, 
is found elsewhere in this report; also, a brief account of the Territorial 
Institute. These Institutes are now regarded a very important factor 
in our educational system. We confidently believe that the public 
schools of Montana; will soon rank with those of much longer settled 
states and territories ] ne

MONTANA SCHOOL LAW. 


CHAPTER LV. 
SCHOOLS. 
ARTICLE 1. 


SECTION 1088. A superintendent of public instruction shall be 
appointed by the governor, by and with the advice and consent of the 
legislative council, and shall enter upon the duties of his office on or 
before the twentieth day after his appointment, and shall hold office 
for the term of two years, or until his successor is appointed and qual- 
ified ; and shall execute a bond in the penal sum of two thousand dol- 
lars, with two good and sufficient sureties to be approved by the sec- 
retary of the Territory, conditioned upon the faithful discharge of his 
officiai duties. The superintendent of public instruction shall have 
power to adopt a course of studies and rules and regulations for all 
public schools in the Territory, and shall have and usea seal, and 
authorize the printing of all regulations and circulars necessary to 
carry their provisions into effect, and shall report to the governor 
biennially on or before the first day of December of the years in which 
the regular sessions of the legislature are held. The governor shall 
transmit said report to the legislature, and, whenever itis ordered 
printed, a sufficient number of copies shall be delivered to the super- 
intendent of public instruction, to furnish two copies to be deposited 
inthe Territorial library, and one copy to each superintendent of 
common schools, to be held by him as public property, and delivered 
to his successor in office, and one copy to each local school offices 
within the Territory. Said report shall contain a statement of the 
condition ofthe public schools in the Territory, full statistical tabler 
by counties, showing, among other statistics, the number of school 
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children in the Territory, the number attending public schools, the 
average attendance, the number attending private schools, and 
the amount raised by county and-district taxes or from other sources 
of revenue for school purposes, the amount expended for salaries of 
teachers and for building and furnishing school houses, and the state- 
ment of the plans for the management and improvement of schools. 

Src. 1089 The superintendent of public instruction shall prepare 
and cause to be printed suitable forms for making all reports and con- 
ducting all necessary proceedings under this article, and shall trans- 
mit them to the local school officers and teachers, who shall be 
governed in accordance therewith. He shall furnish each superin- 
tendent of common schools with suitable diplomas and certificates, 
and shall prepare a school register, which shall be furnished to each 
school and school district in the Territory. 

Sec. 1090. It shall be the duty of the superintendent of public 
instruction to travel in the different counties of the Territory where 
common schools are taught, so faras possible, without neglecting 
his other official duties, during at least three months in each year, for 
the purpose of visiting schools, of consulting with county superintend- 
ents, and of addressing public assemblies on subjects pertaining to 
public schools ; and his necessary traveling expenses, not exceeding 
the sum of three hundred dollars in any one year, shall be paid out'of 
any funds in the treasury not otherwise appropriated. 

SEC. 1091. The superintendent of public instruction shall keep his 
office at some place where there is a post office, and he shall receive 
a salary of twelve hundred dollars per annum, which shall be paid 
quarterly out of the Territorial treasury. 

SEC. 1092. All necessary expenditures of money incurred by the 
superintendent of public instruction, for rent, fuel, postage, printing, 
expressage, not exceeding two hundred dollars in any one year, shall 
be paid out of any fund in the treasury not otherwise appropriated, 
and the Territorial auditor is hereby authorized to issue his warrant 
on the treasury for the same. 

Sec 1093. The superintendent shall, at the expiration of his term 
of office, deliver over, on demand, to his successor, all property, 
books, documents, maps, records, reports, and other papers belonging 
to his office, or which may have been received by him for the use of 
his office. 

Src. 1094. It shall be the duty ofthe county treasurer of each 
county : 

First. To receive and hold all school moneys as a special deposit, 
and to keep a separate account of their disbursements to the several 
school districts which shall be entitled to receive them according to 
the apportionment of the county superintendent of common 
schools. i 
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Second. To notifiy the county superintendent of common schools 
of the amount of county school fund in the county treasury, subject to 
apportionment, whenever required ; and to inform said superintedent of 
the amount of school moneys belonging to any other fund subject to 
apportionment. 

Third. To pay all warrants drawn on county or district school 
moneys, in accordance with the provisions ofthis article, whenever 
such warrants are countersigned by the district clerk and properly 
endorsed by the holders. 

Fourth. To make, annually, during the month of September of 
each year, a financial report, for the last preceding school and fiscal 
year ending with August 31st, to the county superintendent of com- 
mon schools, in such form as may be required by him. 

Sec. 1095. A county superintendent of common schools shall be 
elected in each organized county in this Territory at the general 
election preceding the expiration ofthe term of office ofthe present 
incumbent, and every two years thereafter, who shall take office on the 
first Monday i in December next succeeding his election, and hold for 
two years, or until his successor is elected and qualified. The person 
so elected shall take the oath or affirmation of office, and shall give 
an official bond to the county in a sum to be fixed by the board of 
county commissioners of said county. The county commissioners of 
any county shall, by appointment, fill any vacancy that may 
occur in the office of county superintendent until the next general 
election: Provided, That all persons, otherwise qualified, shall be 
eligible to the said office of county superi intendent of common schools, 
without regard to sex. 


Src. 1096. “The county superintendent shall apportion all school 
moneys to the school districts, in accordance with the provisions of 
this article, quarterly, and he may make apportionments at such other 
times as may be required or deemed necessary for the convenience of 
school officers. He shall certify to the several district clerks and 
county treasurers the amount so apportioned to the several districts, 
and the trustees shall draw their warrants on the county treasurer in 
favor of persons entitled to receive the same. Such warrant shall show 
for what purpose the money is required, and no such warrant shall be 
drawn unless there is money in the treasury to the credit of such 
district. 

SEC. 1097. The county susednteadint shall have power, and it 
shall be his duty : 

First, To visit each school in his county at least once a year. 

Second. To distribute promptly all reports, laws, forms, circulars 
and instructions which he may receive for the use of school officers 
and teachers, from the superintendent of public instruction. 
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Third. To report to the superintendent of public instruction an- 
nually during the month of October for the school year ending 
August 31st, next preceding, súch statistics as may be required of 
him. 

Fourth. 'To enforce the course of study adopted by the Territorial 
superintendent of public instruction. 

fifth. To enforce the rules and regulations required in the exam- 
ination of teachers. 

Sixth. To keep on file and preserve in his office the biennial 
report of the superintendent of public instruction. 

Seventh. To keep in a good and well bound book, to be furnished 
by the county commissioners, a record of his official acts. 

Eighth. To carefully preserve all reports of school officers and 
teachers, and, at the close of his term of office, deliver to his successor 
all records, books, documents and papers belonging to the office, 
taking a receipt for the same, which shall be filed in the office of the 
county clerk. 

Src. 1098. If the county superintendent fails to make a full and 
correct report to the superintendent of public instruction, of all state- 
ments required to be made by law, he shall forfeit the sum of one | 
hundred dollars from his salary, and the board of county commission- 
ers are hereby authorized and required to deduct therefrom the sum 
aforesaid, upon information from the superintendent of public instruc- 
tion that such reports have not been made. 

Sec. 1099. The county superintendent shall have power to adminis- 
ter oaths and affirmations to school trustees, assessors, collectors, 
teachers and other persons, in all official matters connected with or 
relating to schools, but shall not have power to make or collect any 
charge or fee for so doing. 

Sev. 1100. The county superintendent shall have power, and it 
shall be his duty, to appoint trustees and district clerk for any district 
which from any cause fails to elect at the regular time; to appoint 
trustees and district clerk to fill vacancies; to appoint trustees and 
district clerk for any new district Provided, however, that when a new 
district is organized, such of the trustees. and district clerk of the old 
district as resides within the limits of the new one shall be trustees 
and district clerk of the new one, and the vacancies in the old district 
shall be filled by appointment. 

Sec. 1101. lt shall be the duty of every county superintendent to 
inquire and ascertain whether the boundaries of school districts in 
his county are definitely and plainly described in the records of the 
county board of commissioners, and ta keep in his office a full and 
correct transcript of such boundaries. In case the bonndaries of 
districts are conflicting, .or ,incorrectly described, he shall change, 
harmonize, and describe them, and make a report of such action to 
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the commissíoners ; and, on being ratified by the commissioners, the 
boundaries and descriptions so made shall be the legal boundaries 
and descriptions of the districts of that county. The county superin- 
tendent shall furnish the several district clerks with descriptions of the 
boundaries of their respective districts. 

SEC. 1103. For the purpose of organizing a new district or for the 
subdivision of or change in the boundaries of an old one, except as 
provided in section 1101, at least five heads of families must present 
a petition to the county superintendent, setting forth the boundaries 
of the new district asked for, or the change of boundaries desired, 
with the reasons for the same. The county superintendent shall, after 
giving due notice to all parties interested, transmit the petition to the 
board of county commissioners, with his approval or disapproval, and 
such changes in the boundaries as he may deem necessary or 
advisable. The commissioners shall establish tlie districtas approved 
by the county superintendent, provided, that by a vote of the board, 
they may establish the district in accordance with the original prayer 
ofthe petition, or with such modifications as they may choose to 
make, or may reject it. In any case of alleged hardship, any head of 
family, parent or guardian, may make a statement of the facts to the 
board of commissioners, and if, in the judgment of the board, good 
cause be Shown for such transfer, he may be transferred to another 
district. 

SEC. 1104. No new district formed by the subdivision: of an old 
one shall beentitled to any share of the public moneys belonging to the 
old district, until a school has been actually commenced in such new 
district, and unless within eight months from the action ofthe com- 
missioners a school is opened, then the action making a new district 
shall be void, and all elections or appointment of trustees made in 
consequence of such action, and all rights and offices of the parties so 
elected or appointed shall cease and determine; and alltaxes which 
may have been levied in such old district shall be valid and binding 
upon the real and personal property of the new district, and shall be 
collected and paid into the school fund of the district. 


Src. 1105. When a new districtis formed by the division of an old 
one, it shall be entitled to a just share of the school moneys to the 
credit of the old district, after the payment of all outstanding debts at 
the time when a school was actually commenced in such new dis- 
trict; and the county superintendent shall divide and apportion such 
remaining moneys, and such as may afterwards be apportioned to the 
old district, according to the number of census children resident in 
each district, for w hich purpose he may order a census to be taken. 

Src. 1106. Whenever a district is formed lying partly in two 
adjoining counties, the clerk of the district shall report to each county 
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superintendent the number of children in the district residing in his 
county. In the same manner the trustees and teachers shall make a 
distinct and separate report of all school statistics; and a teacher's 
certificate, granted by the county superintendent of one county shall 
be valid for both counties. 


Sec. 1107. The board of trustees of each school district shall have 
custody of all school property belonging to the district, and shall 
have power in the name of the district, or in theír own names as 
trustees of the district, to convey by deed all the. interest of their dis- 
trict in or to any school house or lot directed to be sold by vote ofthe 
district; and all conveyances of real estate made to the district or to 
the trustees thereof, shall be made to the board oftrustees of the 
district, and to their successor in office. Said board, in the name of 
the district, shall have power to transact all business necessary for 
maintaining schools and protecting the rights of the district. 


Src. 1108. An annual school meeting for the election ofa school 
trustee or trustees, and district clerk, shall be held in each district on 
the first Saturday in April of each year at the district school house, 
if there be one, and if there be none at a place designated by the 
board of trustees. The term of all trustees now holding office shall 
expire upon the election and qualification of their successors. The 
trustees shall post written or printed notices of election, specifying the 
day, time and place of meeting, in at least three public places in the 
district, one of which shall be the school house, at least six days 
previous to the time of meeting, but no such meeting shall be illegal 
for the want of due notice. All elections shall be held by ballot, and 
the trustees shall have power to determine the hours which the bollot- 
box shall be kept open. having given due notice thereof in the posted 
notice of election. Every person, without regard to sex, who is over 
twenty-one or more years of age, and isa resident of the school 
district, and a taxable inhabitant thereof, shall be entitled to vote. 
Any person offering to vote may be challenged by any legally guali- 
fied elector of the district, and the chairman of the board of trustees 
shali thereon administer to the person challenged, an oath in sub- 
stance as-follows : You do swear (or affirm) that you are a citizen of 
the United States or have declared your intention to become a 
citizen of the United States, that you are twenty-one years of age, 
according to the best of your information and belief, that you have 
resided in this Territory twenty days next preceeding this election, 
and that you are a taxable resident of this school district, and that 
you have not before voted this day. Ifthe elector shall refuse to 
take the oath his vote shall be rejected, and any person guilty of 
illegal voting shall be punished as provided in the general election 
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laws of this Territory. The trustees shall be inspectors and judges 
of election, and if they are not present at the time for opening the 
polls, then the electors present may appoint the officers of election. 
A poll and tally list shall be kept by the clerk ofthe board of trustees, 
and with the exceptions mentioned in this section, the election shall 
be conducted as far as practicable in the form and manner of the gen- 
eral election. Any one of the old trustees shall have power to ad- 
minister to any trustee elect the oath of office, and the clerk of elec- 
tion shall issue the certificate of election to any trustees elect, who 
shal forward it to the county superintendent of public schools: 
Prowded, all persons otherwise qualified shall be eligible to said office 
of school trustee, without regard to sex. 

Sec. 1109. In all organized districts in which elections have been 
previously held, one trustee shall be elected for the term ofthree 
years, and if there are vacancies to be filled, a sufficient number to 
fill them for the unexpired terms; and the ballots shall specify the 
respective terms for which each trustee is to be elected. In new 
districts acting under trustees appointed by the county superintend- 
ent, three trustees shall be elected for one, two, and three years, re- 
spectively. Trustees-elect shall take office immediately after qualify- 
ing, and shall hold office until their successors are elected and 
qualified; or appointed by the county superintendent and qualified. 
Any trnstee-elect who shall fail to qualify within ten days after being 
elected, shall forfeit all right to the office, and the county Superintend- 
ent shall appoint to fill the vacancy. 

SEC. 1110. Whenever any new district is formed by ordinance of 
the board of commissioners, within thirty days thereafter a special 
school meeting may be called by notice of any three legal voters of 
said district, and such meeting shall be conducted in the manner and 
form prescribed in this article for the annual school meeting for the 
election of trustees. Such new district shall be considered organized 
whenever any two of the trustees elected shall have qualified ; and the 
record of the district clerk shall be prima facie evidence of the legal 
organization of the district, and the districts shall be designated by 
numbers. 

SEC. 1111. No district school meeting, annual or special, shall be 
organized before nine o'clock A. M., or closed before twelve o'clock 
M., or kept open less than one hour, and in all districts in which the 
number of youth and children between four and twenty-one years of 

age equals or exceeds three hundred, the polls shall be kept open 
fom two o’clock P. M. until sunset. 

. SEC. 1112. It shall be the duty of the district clerk to record all 
proceedings of the board in a suitable record book; to record in the 
same book the proceedings of the annual school meetings, or of 
special school meetings, and to keep an accurate and detailed account 
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of all receipts and expenditures of school moneys. At each annual 
school meeting the district clerk shall present his record book for 
inspection ; shall make a statement of the financial condition of the 
district, and of the action ot the trustees: Lrovided, That the record 
book shall be open to the inspection of the public; shall make an 
annual report during the month of September of each year, for the 
school year next preceding, to the county superintendent, in the 
manner and form, and on the blanks prescribed by the superintendent 
ofpublic instruction, and shall make a report, whenever required, 
directly to the Territorial superintendent of public instruction of the 
text books used in the schools. It shall also be the duty of said 
district clerk to give written notice to the county superintentent of 
the time of opening of the school in his district, the length of the 
term, and the name of the teachers thereof. Any district clerk failing 
to perform the duties required of him by this section shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and liable to a fine of not less than five, nor 
more than twenty dollars. 

SEC. 1113. Every board of trustees, unless otherwise especially 
provided by law, shall have power, and it shall be their duty: 


Lirst, To employ, and, for sufficient cause, dismiss teachers, 
mechanics, and laborers, and to fix, alter, allow, and ordered paid their 
salaries and compensation. 

Second, To enforce the rules and general regulations of the 
Territorial superintendent of public instruction for the government of 
schools, pupils, and teachers, and to enforce the course of study 
adopted in pursuance of Territorial law. 


Third. To provide and pay for school furniture and apparatus and 
such other articles, materials and supplies as may be necessary for 
school use or for the use of the school board. 

Fourth. To suspend or expel pupils from school, and in cities or 
large towns to exclude from school children under six years ofage, 
where the interests of the school require such exclusion, 

Fifth. To rent, furnish, repair and insure school houses. 

Sixth. To build or remove school houses, and purchase or sell 
school lots, when the trustees may be directed by a vote of the 
district so to do. 

Seventh. To purchase personal property, and to receive, lease, and 
hold in fee, in trust for their district, town, or city, any and all real or 
personal property for the benefit of the schools thereof. 

Eighth. To provide books for indigent children on the written 
statement of the teacher that the parents of such children are not 
able to purchase them. 

Ninth, To require all pupils to be furnished with suitable books, 
as a condition of membership in the school. 
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Tenth. To exclude from school and school libraries, all books, 
tracts, papers, or catechisms of a sectarian or political character. 

Eleventh. To require every teacher to keep a school register. 

Twelfth. To require terchers to make such annual reports as may 
be required by the superintendent of public instruction, 

SEC. 1114. It shall be the duty of the district clerk to taxe annually, 
between the twentieth and thirtieth days of November of each year, 
an exact census of all children and youth over four and under twenty- 
one years, residing in the district, and shall specify the number and 
sex of such children, and the names of their parents or guardians. 
He shalltake, specifically and separately, a census of all children 
under four years of age, and shall specify the number and sex of such 
children. All children who may be absent from home attending 
boarding-schools and private seminaries of learning shall be included 
by the district clerk in the census list of the city, town, or district in - 
which their parents reside, and shall not be taken by the district clerk 
of the city, town, or district where they may be attending such private 
institutions of learning. He shall make a full report thereof on 
the blanks furnished for that purpose, under oath, to the county 
superintendent, on or before the first day of December thereafter, and 
deliver a copy to the schooltrustees. The district clerk shall be paid 
by the beard of trustees from the county school money, to the credit 
of the district, in the same manner as other contingent expenses are 
paid, at a rate not exceeding ten cents for each name returned by him. 

SEC. 1115. The district clerk of each district shall provide all 
school supplies authorized by this article, and shall keep the school 
house in repair during the time school is taught therein, and shall 
keep an accurate record ofall expenses incurred by him on account 
of the school, which amount shall be audited by a majority of the 
board of trustces, and paid out of the county school moneys of that 
district. 

SEC. 1116. Any board of trustees shall be liable, as trustees, in the 
name of the district, for any judgment against the district, for any 
salary due any teacher on contract, and for all debts legally contracted 
under the provisions of this article, and they shall pay such judgment 
or liabilities out of the school money to the credit of such district. 

SEC. 1117. Any board of trustees shall have power to make 
arrangements with the trustees of an adjoining district for the attend- 
ance of such children in the school of either district as may be best 
accommodated therein, and to transfer the school moneys due by 
apportionment to such children to the district in which they may 
attend school. 

SEC. 1118. Every school, unless otherwise provided by speciai 
law, shall be open for the admission of all children between five and 
twenty-one years of age, residing in that school district, and the 
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board of trustees shall have power to admit adults and children not 
residing in the district, whenever good reasons exist for such 
exceptions. , 

SEC. 1119. All schools shall be taught in the English language, 
and instructions shall be given in the following branches, viz.: Read- 
ing, writing, orthography, arithmetic, geography, English grammar, 
and history of the United States, and such other studies as may be 
deemed necessary may be authorized by the trustees of the district. 
Instructions shall be given during the entire school course in manners 
and morals and the laws of health, and due attention shall be given 
to such physical exercises for the pupils, as may be conducive to 
health and vigor of body, as well as mind, and to the ventilation and 
temperature of school rooms. 

Src. 1120. The education of children of African descent shall be 
provided for in separate schools. Upon the written application of the 
parents or guardians of at least ten such children to any board of 
trustees, a separate school shall be established for the education of 
such children, and the education of a less number may be provided 
for by the trustees, in separate schools, in any other manner, and the 
same laws, rules and regulations which apply to schools for white 
children shall apply to schools for colored children. 

Sec. 1121. No books, tracts, papers, catechisms, or other publica- 
tions of a partisan, sectarian, or denominational character, shall be 
used or distributed in any schools, neither shall any political, sectarian, 
or denominational doctrine be taught therein; and any school district, 
the officers of which shall knowingly allow any school to be taught 
in violation of these provisions, shall forfeit all right to any county 
apportionment of school moneys, and upon. satisfactory evidence of 
such violation, the county superintendent shall withold its county 
apportionment. , 

SEC. 1122. The school day shall be six hours in length, exclusive 
of an intermission at noon ; but any board of trustees may fix, as the 
school day a less number of hours than six: Provided, It be not less 
than four, for any primary school under their charge, and any teacher 
may dismiss any and all scholaw under eight years of age, in any 
incorporated village, town, or city, after an attendance of four hours a 
day, exclusive of an intermission at noon. 

Sec. 1123. All pupils who may be attending public schools shall 
comply with regulations established in pursuance of law for the 
government of such schools; shall pursue the required course ot 
study, and shall submit to the authority of the teachers of such 
schools. Continued and willful disobedience, and open defiance ot 
the authority of the teacher, shall constitute good cause for expulsion . 
from school; and habitual profanity and vulgarity, good cause for 
suspension from school. - Any pupil who shall in any way, cut, deface

or otherwise injure any school house, fences, or out buildings thereof, 
shall be liable to suspension and punishment, and the parents or 
guardians of such pupil shall be liable for damages, on complaint of 
the teacher or trustees. 


SEC. 1124. Every teacher employed in any public school shall 
make an annual reportto the county superintendent on or before Sep- 
tember first next after the close of each year, in the form and manner 
and on blanks prescribed by the superintendent of public instruction. 
A duplicate of such report shall be furnished to the district clerk. Any 
teacher who shall end any school term before the close ofthe school 
year shall make a report to the county superintendent immediately 
after the close of such term, and any teacher who may be teaching 
any school at the close of the school year shall, in his or her annual 
report, include all statistics from the school register for the entire 
school year, notwithstanding any previous report for a part of the 
year. Teachers shall make such additional repofts as may be 
required, in pursuance of law, by the Territorial superintendent of 
public instruction. No board of trustees shall draw any order or 
warrant for the salary of any teacher for the last month of his or her 
services, until the reports herein required shall have been made and 
received.. 

Src. 1125. Every teacher shall keep a school register in the man- 
ner provided therefor, and no board oftrustees shall draw any warrant 
for the salary ofany teacher for the last month of his or her services 
in school at the end of any term or year, until..they shall have 
received a certificate from the district clerk that the said register has 
been properly kept, the summaries made and statistics entered, or 
until, by personal examination, they shall have satisfied themselves 
that it has been done. Teachers shall faithfully enforce, in school, 
the course of study, and the regulations prescribed in pursuance of 
law; and if any teacher shall willfully refuse or neglect to comply 
with such requisition, then the board of trustees shall be authorized 
to withold any warrant for salary due until said teacher shall comply 
therewith. No teacher shall be entitled to draw for salary and school 
moneys, unless such teacher shall be employed by a majority of the 
trustees, nor unless the holder ofa legal county teacher's certificate, 
in full force and effect. 


SEC. 1126. In every contract, whether written or verbal, between 
any teàcher and any board of trustees, a school month shall be con- 
strued and taken to be twenty school days, or four weeks of five 
school days each, and no teacher shall be required to teach on Satur- 
days, the fourth day of July, the first day of January, or Christmas 
day, and no deduction from the teacher's time or wages shall be made 
by reason of the fact that a school day happens to be one of the days 
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referred to in .this section, as a day on which school shall not be 
taught. Any contract made in violation of the provisions of this 
section shall have no force or effect as against the teacher. 

Src. 1127. Every teacher shall have power to hold every pupil to 
a strict accountability in school, for any disorderly conduct on the 
way to and from school, or on the play grounds of the school, or dur- 
ing intermission or recess; to suspend from school any pupil for 
good cause: Provided, That such suspension shall be reported by the 
teacher to the trustees, as soon as practicable, and their decision 
shall be final. 

SEC. 1128. It shall be the duty ofall teachers to endeavor to 
impress on the minds of their pupils the principles of morality, truth, 
justice, and patriotism; to teach them to avoid idleness, profanity, and 
falsehood, and to instruct them in the principles of a free government, 
and to train them up to a true comprehension of the rights, duties, 
and dignity of American citizenship. 

SEc. 1129. The principal of all moneys accruing to this Territory, 
from the sale of any land which may hereafter be given by the 
congress of the United States, for school purposes, shall constitute an 
irreducible fund, the interest accruing from which shall be annually 
divided among all the schools districts in the Territory, proportionately 
to the number of youth or children in each, between the ages of four 
and twenty-one years, for the support ofthe common schools in 
said districts, and for no other use and purpose whatever. 

Sec. 1130. For the purpose of establishing and maintaining 
common schools, it shall be the duty of the county commissioners of 
each county to levy an annual tax of not less than three nor more 
than five mills, on the dollar, on all taxable property within their 
respective counties, as shown by the. assessment rolls made by the 
county assessor for the same year; and to include the same in their 
warrant to the collector; and the said collector shall proceed to collect 
the said tax, in the same manner as the other county tax is collected ; 
and the said money so collected shall be paid over to the county 
treasurer, to be drawn in the manner prescribed in this article; neither 
shall it be lawful for any county treasurer to receive county orders in 
payment of county school tax, nor to pay outany school money on 
county orders. Tor the further support of common schools there 
Shall be set apart by the connty treasurer all moneys paid into the 
county treasury, arising from all fines for a breach of any law regu- 
lating license for the sale of intoxicating liguors, or for the keeping 
ofbowling alleys, or billiard saloons, or of any penallaws of this 
Territory. Such moneys shall be forthwith paid into the county 
treasury by the officer receiving the same, and be added to the yearly 
school fund raised by tax in each county and divided in the same 
manner. E: 
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Sec. 1131. That it shall-be the duty ofthe county clerks of the 
several counties of the Territory, to make a report to the county . 
superintendent of common schools within their counties during the 
month of September of each year, of the school táx levied and the 
assessed valuation of the proper counties for that year, and it shall be 
the duty of the clerk ofthe district court, at the close of each term 
thereof to report to the county superintendent of the county in which 
said term shall have been holden, whether or notany fines, and if any, 
what ones, were imposed by the said court during the said term, and 
itshall be the duty of the probate judge and of all justices of the 
peace, to report to the county superintendent of their respective 
counties, during the month of September, of each year, whether or 
not they have imposed and collected any fines during the preceding 
year, and if any, what ones, with the date at which the same were 
paid to the county treasurer; and all officers mentioned in this article 
who shall fail or neglect to perform any of the duties required by this 
article shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon convic- 
tion before any court having competent jurisdiction thereof, shall be 
fined in any sum not less than twenty dollars, and not more than one 
hundred dollars for each neglect, and such fine shall be paid into the 
county treasury for the henefit of common schools in said county. 

SEC. Ir32. Whenever the interests of the districts require it, the 
board of trustees may establish a high school, employ a principal 
teacher and subordinate teachers, and grade the school into depart- 
ments and classes. | 

Src. 1133. The board of trustees of any district may, when in their 
judgment it is advisable, submit to the gualified electors of the district 
the guestion whether a tax shall be raised to furnish additional school 
facilities for said district, or to maintain any school or schools in such 
district, or for building one or more school houses, or for removing or 
building additions to one already built, or for the purchase of globes, 
maps, charts, books of reference, and other appliances and apparatus 
for teaching, or for any or all of these purposes. Such election shall 
be called by posting notices in three of the most public places in the 
district for at least twenty days. Said notices shall contain the time. 
and place of holding the election. the amount of money proposed to 
be raised, and the purpose or purposes for which it is intended to be 
used. The trustees shall act as judges to conduct the election, and it 
Shall be held in all other respects, as nearly as practicable, in conform- 
ity with the general election law. At such elections, the ballots shall 
contain the words: "Tax, Ves," or “Tax, No." Ifa majority of the 
votes cast are “Tax, Yes," the officers of the election shall certify the 
fact to the district clerk, who shall at once proceed to copy from the 
last assessment roll of the county assessor the list of property liable 
to taxation, situated in or owned by residents of his district, and shall 
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deliver the same to the board of trustees, who may allow him a rea- 
sonable compensation therefor, out of the proceeds of said tax; said 
compensation not to exceed six dollars per day. The trustees shall, 
upon receiving the foll, deduct ten per cent. therefrom for anticipated 
delinquencies, and then by dividing the sum voted, together with the 
estimated cost of assessing and collecting added thereto, by the re- 
mainder of the roll, ascertain the rate per cent. required, and the rate 
so ascertained [using the full cent on each one hundred dollars in 
place of any fraction] shall be, and is hereby, levied and assessed to, 
on, or against the persons or property named or described in said roll ; 
and it shail be a lien on all such property until the tax is paid, and 
said tax, if not paid within the time limited within the next sectlon 
for its payment, shall be recovered by a suit in the same manner and 
with the same costs as delinquent Territorial and county taxes. The 
trustees, upon receiving any assessment roll from the district clerk, 
shall give five days' notice thereof by posting a notice in three public 
places in the district, and shall sit for at least one day asa board of 
equalization, at such time and place as shall have been named in said 
posted notices ; and they shall have the same power as county boards 
of equalization to make any change in said assessment roll. 


SEC. 1134. As soon as the rate oftaxation has been determined, as 
provided in the last precéding section, the trustees shall certify the 
same to the county clerk, who shall extend the same upon the general 
assessment roll of the county, and certify the same to the county 
treasurer, who shall proceed to collect the tax, in the same manner, 
and at the same time and with the same power and authority to enforce 
payment of the same, as in the case of county and Territorial taxes. 
'The county treasurer shall place any tax so collected to the credit of 
the district to which it belongs, and shall receive as compensation for 


collecting the same such sum, not more than five per cent. of the tax | 


collected, as may be allowed by the county commissioners ; said com- 
pensation to be paid from the amount of said district tax so collected. 


Sec. 1135. All school moneys apportioned by county superintend- | 


ents of common schools shall be apportioned to the several districts 
in proportion to the number of school census children between four 
and twenty-one years of age, as shown by the returns of the district 
clerk for the next preceding school census: Provided, That Indian 
children, who are not living under the guardianship of white persons, 
shall not be included in the apportionment list. 


Sec. 1136. County school moneys may be used by the county 
superintendent and trustees for the various purposes as authorized 
and provided in this article, and for no other purpose. 
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Src. 1137. No school district shall be entitled to receive any ap- , 
portionment of county school moneys, unless the teachers employed 
1n the schools of such districts shall hold legal certificates of fitness for 
the occupation of teaching, in full force and effect. 


Sec. 1138. No school district shall be entitled to receive any ap- 
portionment of county school money which shall not have maintained 
a free public school for at least three months during the next preceding 
school year: Provided, That any new district, formed by the division 
of an old one, shall be entitled to its apportionment, where the time 
that school was maintained in the old district, before division, and in- 
the new one, after division shall be equal to at least three months. 


Sec. 1139. When any school officer is superseded by election or 
otherwise, he shall immediately deliver to his successor in office all 
books, papers and moneys pertaining to his office; and every’ such 
officer who shall refuse to do so, or who shall willfully mutilate or 
destroy any such books or papers, or any part thereof, or shall mis- 
app:y any moneys intrusted to him by virtue of his office, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be punished by a fine, in the 
discretion of the court, not exceeding one hundred dollars. 


Sec. 1140. Every person elected or appointed to any office men- 
tioned in this article shall, before entering upon the discharge ofthe 
duties thereof, take an oath to support the Constitution of the United 
States, the organic act of this Territory, and to promote the interests 
of education, and faithfully discharge the duties of his office, accord- 
ing to the best of his abilities. In case such officer has a written 
appointment or commission, his oath shall be endorsed thereon, other- 
wise it may betaken orally. In either case it may be sworn to before 
any officer authorized to administer oaths, ànd school officers are here- 
by authorized to admisister all oaths relative to school business, 
appertaining to their respective offices, without charge or fee. 


Sec, 1141, No school trustee or other school officer shall be, 
directly or indirectly, interested in any contract made by the board of 
which he is a member; and any contract made in violation of this 
provision shall be null and void. 


- 


Src. 1142. All fines and penalties, not otherwise provided for in 
this article, shall be collected by an action in any court of competent 
jurisdiction, and shall be paid into the county school fund immediately 
after collection. 

SEC. 1143. Any parent, guardian, or other person, who shall 
upbraid, insult or abuse any teacher, in the presence of the school, 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and liable to a fine of not 
less than ten dollars nor more than one hundred dollars. 
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SEC. 1144. Any person who shall willfully disturb any public 
school or any public school meeting, shall be guilty ofa misdemeanor 
and liable to a fine of not less than ten nor more than one hundred 
dollars. 

Sec. 1145. In case any district clerk shall fail te take the census 
provided in this article at the proper time, and if, through such 
neglect, the district shall fail to receive its apportionment of school 
moneys, said district clerk shall be individually Hable to the district 
for the full amount so lost and it may be recovered on a suit brought 
by any citizen of such district, in the name of and for the benefit of 
the district. 

Sec. 1146. All cases of dispute in relation to school matters, not 
properly belonging to courts of justice. may be referred, first, to the 
county superintendent, and appealed to the Territorial superintendent, 
whose decision shall be final. 

SEC. 1147. The school year shall begin on the first day of Septem- 
ber, and end on the last day of August. 

Sec. 1148. All printing or binding required under this article shall 
be executed in the form and manner and at the prices of other Terri- 
torial printing, and shall be paid in like manner, out of the general 
fund of the Territory. 

SEC. 1149. This article shall be M and referred to as the 
Montana School Law, and no other title or reference shall be 
necessary. . 

Src. 1149. A. "That every parent, guardian, or other person in the 
Territory of Montana, having control of any child or children between 
the age of eight and fourteen. years, shall be required to send such 
child or children to a public school, or private school, taught by a 
competent instructor, for a period of at least twelve weeks in each 
year, six weeks of which time shall be consecutive, unless such child 
or children are excused from such attendance by the board of trus- 
tees of the schóol district in which such parent, guardian, or person 
having control of such children resides. Upon its being shown to 
their satisfaction that such parent or guardian was not able, by reason 
of poverty, to clothe such child properly ; «or that such child's bodily 
or mental condition has been such as to prevent his attendance at 
school, or applica + :: to studyf or the period required, or that such 
child or children are taught at home by a competent instructor, in 
such branches as are usually taught in the public schools, subject to 
the same examination as other pupils of the district in which the 
child resides; or that he has already acquired the ordinary branches 
required by law; or that there is no school taught within one mile of 
the domicile or place of residence of such child or children: Provided, 
That no child shall be refused admission to any public school on: ac- 
count of race or color. * ° 
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Sec. 1149. B. Any parent, guardian or other person failing to 
comply with the provisions of this act shall upon conviction, be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and fined in a sum not less than 
five nor more than ten dollars for the first offense, nor less than. ten 
nor more than twenty dollars, or thirty days imprisonment in the 
county jail, for the second and every subsequent offense. Said actien 
shall be-prosecuted in the name of the Territory of Montana before 
any court of competent jurisdiction, and all fines so collected shall be 
paid into the county treasury for the support of common schools. 


SEC. 1149. C. It shall be the duty of any school trustee to inquire 
into all cases of neglect of the duty prescribed in this act, and ascer- 
tain from the person or persons neglecting the reasons, ifany, there- 
for, and shall forthwith proceed “to secure the prosecution of any 
offense occurring under this act, and any trustee neglecting to secure 
such prosecution for such offense within ten days after a written notice 
has been served on him by anytax payer in said district or city, unless 
the person or persons so complained of shall be excused-"by the dis- 
trict board of trustees for reasons hereinbefore stated, shalt be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and liable to a fine of not less than ten nor 
more than fifty dollars, which fine shall be prosecuted for and in the 
name of tlie Territory of Montana, and such fine, when collected, 
shall be paid into the county treasury as in section 1149, B, of this 
act. 

Sec. 1149. D. If, upon the trial of any offenses, as charged in sec- 
tion 1149, C. it shall be made to appear to the satisfaction of the 
court or judgetrying the same, that such prosecution was malicious, then 
the costs in such case shall be adjudged against the complainant or 
person instituting such proceedings, and collected as fines in other 
Cases. 


SEC. 1149. E. County certificates shall be issued by county super- 
intendents, and shall continue in force, respectively, for one, two and 
three years, according to standard of scholarship. The examination 
may be written or oral, in the discretion of the county snperintendent, 
and shall include the following branches, to-wit: Reading, writing. 
orthography, arithmetic, geography, English grammar, history of the 
United States, and the practice of teaching. There shall be at 
east two public examinations in each county each year, and the 
uestions used in such examinations shall be prepared by the county 
uperintendent and submitted to the Territorial superintendent for his 
pprovai and correction’ /yezided. The county superintendent may 
tany time hold-other examinations as circumstances may require. 


SEC. 1149. F. First grade certificates shall continue in force for 
WO years, and shall be granted to persons who have had twelve 
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months successful experience in teaching, and who shall make a gen. 
eral average in their examination of not less than 85 per cent, nor 
less than 70 per cent. in any one study. Second grade certificates 
shall continue in force two years, and be issued to persons whose 
general average in examination is not less than 80 per cent., nor less 
than 60 per cent, in any one study. Third grade certificates shall be 
issued to those who make a general average of not less than 70 per 
cent.; and in no case shall any person receive a third grade certificate 
who makes less than 60 per cent. in any one branch. 


ARTICLE II. 


Src. 1150. That from and after the passage of this article it shal 
be lawful, and it is hereby made the duty of the county treasurers o 
the several counties of Montana, to transfer any and all sums of money 
raised by county road tax and apportioned to certain road districts 
and that shall have remained one year to the credit of any road 
district unused or unappropriated, to the credit of the particular schod 
district or districts whose boundaries are coterminous or nearly s 
with those of the road district to whose credit said moneys wer 
originally apportioned. . 

SEC. 1151. A certificate of the road supervisor that such mone 
are not needed for immediate use in building or repairing roads of hi 
district, accompanied by the petition of ten residents of such distri 
that such transfer be made, shall be made sufficient warrant for th 
county treasurer to make such transfer, and the official maps of 
several road and school districts of the county shall determine 
districts to which the transfers are to be made. 

SEC. 1152. . Moneys so received to the credit of any particu 
school district, may be applied by the trustees thereof to the payme 
of any outstanding district indebtedness, orlike other funds, to th 
ordinary expenses of the district. 


ARTICLE IL 


SEc.- 1153. Whenever under the provisions of the laws of this Ter 
ritory the probate judge of any county, or the mayor of any incorpoi 
ated town or city, shall have set apart as and for a site for a colleg 
university, any lands or lots in any town site, the school trustees 
any school district in which such site is situated, if they shall so ele 
may take possession thereof and occupy the same or any part ther 
for school purposes, until the same shall be needed for the uses 
which it was originally set apart ; and, if in the judgment of the supe 
intendent of public instruction of the Territory and the coun 
superintendent of common schools and the trustees ofthe school di 
trict in which such site is situated, such site is more appropriate 
will be more useful as school grounds for the common schools th 
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as a site for a college or university, they shall so declare in writing, 
which declaration shall be recorded with the probate judge, and there- 
after the said college or university ground shall belong to said school 
district. And if heretofore any grounds so set apart for a college or 
university shall have been conveyed tó the superintendent of common 
schools of the county in which such lands are situated for the time 
being, such conveyance is hereby confirmed and declared valid as a 
rust to all intents and purposes whatsoever, and such superintendent 
and his successors in office are hereby declared trustees for the pur- 
pose of holding such title, and the said conveyance shall enure to 
him and his successors in such office, in trust for the uses for which 
the grounds were originally set apart, but subject to the provisions of 
this section with reference i the district schools. 


Sec. 1154. And be tt further enacted, That whenever heretofore in 
the construction of any school house the expense of such construction 
and the grading and fencing the ground, and constructing out houses 
and furnishing the same, shall have exceeded the estimate therefor and 
the amount of moneys belonging to such district applicable thereto, 
and the said district is in debt therefor, such district, by its trustees, 
may give its note or notes for the deficiency so remaining unpaid, for 
a period not exceeding three years, which may draw interest at a rate 
not exceeding eighteen per cent. per annum; or if they so elect, they 
may issue the bonds of such district due at a tíme not exceeding six 
years from their issuance, which shall bear interest, payable semi- 
annually, at a rate not exceeding ten per cent. per annum, and they, 
shall ascertain the tax requisite to pay the installments of interest as 
they become due, and a sinking fund to meet the bonds at their 
maturity in the mariner now required under existing laws as to 
special tax levies of a school district, and thenceforward all laws 
providing for the collection of such taxes shall apply with reference 
thereto, butthe said moneys so raised shall be under the control of- 
the board of trustees. k 


ARTICLE IV. 


Sec. 1155. That all money arising from the sale of town lots under 
and by virtue of the several acts of the legislative assembly of the 
Territory of Montana relating to town sites, that now are or that may 
hereafter come into the hands of any probate judge, or the corporate 
authorities of any city or town of this Territory, shall be paid into the 
county treasury of the county for the use and benefit of the common 
schools of the school district in which such city ortown is situated, 
to be used as provided for in this article.

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Src. 1156. The county treasurers of the several counties of this 
Territory shall transfer all moneys so paid into said treasury, as pro- 
vided for in section 1155 of this article, or that may now be in such 
treasury, derived from said source, to the school fund of the school 
district in which such town is situated, which shall be paid out on the 
order of the school trustees of such district, as provided for in section 
1157 of this article; and which said moneys shall be by said treasurer 
set apart as a special fund for the purpose of building aad furnishing 
School houses, and shall be used for such purpose alone, unless other- 
wise ordered, as provided for in this article. 


Sec. 1157. The school trustees ofany school district are hereby 
authorized to draw warrants on said fund named in sections 1155 and 
1156 of this article, for the purpose of building and furnishing a 
school house in such place, in the town or city from the sale of lots 
out of which such funds arose, as they may designate, which said 
warrants or orders shall specify the tund on which the same are 
drawn, and for what purpose drawn. . 


SEC. 1158. That said fund may be used for general school purposes, 
if a majority of the qualified voters of such district shall so elect, and 
upon the written request of any fifty of the qualified voters of such 
district, presented to the trustees for such purpose, said trustees shall 
order an election for such purpose, at which election said trustees 
shall prepare the form of the ballot used at such election, and which 
election shall be given notice of and conducted as other elections pro- 
vided for the several schools districts under the general school laws of 
this Territory, and that when any warrant is so drawn on said fund 
for other purposes then the building and furnishing a school house, 
said warrant shall so specify that it was pursuant to an election held 
for such purpose. 


ARTICLE V-: 


Sec. 1159. That the county superintendent of common schools in 
any county in this Territory, containing five, or more than five, organ- 
ized school districts, shall hold annually a teachers’ institute, at such 
time and place as may be agreed upon between him and the Terri- 
torial superintendent, and such institute shall continue in session not 
less than three nor more than five days. He shall give at least thirty 
days notice of the time and place of holding such institute by publica- 
tion in some newspaper published in the county, and one written no- 
tice to each qualified teacher in the county. It shall be the duty of the 
Territorial superintendent of public instruction to attend the different 
county institutes, and in the event of his failure so to do he shall for- 
feit ten dollars of his salary for each such neglect. 
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SEC. 1160. It shall be the duty ofall teachers engaged in the 
county, and ofall persons holding certificates, either Territorial or 
county, to attend such institute and participate in the exercises there- 
of; and'all teachers who may have charge ofschools at the time of 
holding the annual institute shall adjourn their schools for the time 
during Which the institute shall be held. 


Sec. 1161. All teachers who may adjourn school for the purpose 
of attending any annual institute shall be allowed the same pay while 
in actual attendance as when teaching, and the county superintendent 
shall certify to the number of days’ attendance of each teacher, and 
the trustees of the several districts shall count them as so many days 
lawfully employed. 


SEC. 1162 The county superintendent of common schools shall 
provide a building, fuel, lights, stationery, janitor,s services and all things 
necessary for holding the institute, and shall present an itemized 
account of such expenses, not to exceed twenty-five dollars, to the 
board of county commissioners, and it shall be paid from the school 
fund of the county. 


CHAPTER LXV. 


SEC. 1197. Each county superintendent of common schools shall, 
on or before the fifteenth day of December of each year, report to the 
Territorial superintendent of public instruction. the number of school 
census scholars between the ages of four and twenty-one years, and 
the number of children under the age of four years, for the current 
year, and the amount of school moneys collected from all sources for 
the fiscal year ending on the first day of. December, instant. 


Sec. 1198. The Territorial superintendent of public instruction 
shall report annually—biennially to the legislative assembly, and on 
the first day of January, 1880, and on each alternate year thereafter to

shali cause to be published not less than seven hundred copies of 
each annual report, nor more than one thousand copies, in pamphlet 
form.

Src. 1200. The Territorial auditor shall draw his warrant on the 
Territorial treasurer in payment for the printing done under the pro- 
visions of this chapter, in accordance with the provisions of the 
printing law. 


SEC. 1201. Any officer, required to report under the provisions of 
this chapter, who shall fail to report as the law directs, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be fined in any sum not less than 
twenty-five dollars, and not more than one hundred dollars, before 
any court having competent jurisdiction ; the proceeds of said fines to | 
be paid into the school fund of the county where such conviction 
shall be had. 
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SCHOOL TEXT BOOKS. 


AN AOT to amend an act entitled "An act to establish a series of text books for the public 
schools," approved February 23, 1881. 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Montana : 


That an act entitled “An act to establish a series of text books for | 


the public schools," approved February 23, 1881, be amended to | 
read as follows : É 


Src. 1. The text books in the several branches required by law 
to be taught in the public schools of Montana shall be uniform 
throughout the territory. 


Sxc. 2. Schooltext books shall be adopted for periods of four 
years, and such text books, when adopted, shall be the only text books, 
for the several branches used in the public schools of the territory, 
except as hereinafter provided: .Provided, that nothing in this act 
shall be construed to prevent school trustees from authorizing the use 
of such text books supplementary to, but not to the exclusion of, the 
text books adopted for the territory, as the special needs of their 
schools may require. 


Src, 3. That the text books hereinafter named are hereby adopted 
for exclusive use in the public schools of this territory for the term ol 
four years from the first. day of July, A. D. 1885, or until changed 
in pursuance oflaw: Provided; that this section shall take effect only 
when the publishers of the books hereby adopted shall have filed with, 
the territorial secretary their bonds with at least two sufficient 
sureties, to be approved by the governor, in the penal sum of ten 
thousand dollars for each publishing house,conditioned that they shall. 
for the period of this adoption, keep the said books, and each of them: 
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for sale at wholesale in the city of San Francisco, Cal., to all merchants 

in this territory, or to school trustees desiring to purchase the same 

` from time to time, in such quantities as may be requisite to supply 

their schools, at prices not exceeding the wholesale prices hercinafter 

named; and they shall also keep, or cause to be kept at all times 

during said period, the said books at retail in sufficient quantities in 

at least one town in each county of this territory at prices not exceed- 

ing the retail prices hereinafter named. That in case the current 

wholesale market rates of said books shall ever hercafter be reduced 

below the said wholesale prices hereinafter named, then all merchants 

and all school trustees desiring to purchase books Yor the supply of. 
their schools shall have the benefit of such reduction, and a corres- 

ponding reduction shall be forthwith made in the retail prices guaran- 

teed to the people of this territory; that for the period of one year 

from the first day of July, A. D. 1885, they will cause the said books to 

be sold at retail in at least one town in each county in this territory, 

the and on application of any school officer, they will forward the same by 

mail or express, carriage free, from San Prancisco at the prices herein- 

after named, set opposite the names of said books in the column 

headed “introduction ;” that they will for a period of six months from 

the said first day of July, A. D. 1885, in at least one town in each 

county of the territory exchange copies of the books hereby adopted 

grade for grade, for old books of other series now in the hands of 
pupils upon the payment in cash at the time of surrendering the old 

books, of the price hereinafter set opposite the names of said books in 

the column headed “exchange,” except the Bancroft series of readers, 
which shall be exchanged free by giving a new book of any grade 
required for an old book of any grade surrendered; in any other 
series that they will prepare for Harper's school geography, a full 
page map of Montana, from latest compilcations, engraved in the best 
style, together with such reasonable and proper amount “of special 

geography of Montana as shall be satisfactory to the territorial super- 
intendent of public instruction, and will cause the same tobe included 

in all copies of said geography supplied by them to the people of this 

territory ; that they shall maintain the mechanical excellence of said 

books atleast equal to their present standard, in respect to binding, 

printing, quality of paper and all other essential features ; and thatany 

of said books which require revision from time to time, and that those 

sold to the people of this territory, shall always be of the latest 
revised edition. 

SEC. 4. In case the publishers ofthe books hereby adopted shall 
not on or before the first day of July, A. D. 1885, file with the sec- 
retary their bonds as hereinbefore provided, or in case they shall not, 
on or before the first day of July, 1886, have performed all of the obli- 
gations of their bond, in respect to the introduction and exchange of 
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books, and the preparation and supply ofthe special map and geogra- 
phy of Montana for Harper's school geography, or in case they shall, 
at any time thereafter, violate or fail to perform any of the conditions 
specified in their bonds as hereinbefore provided, and shall fail, within 
a reasonable time after due notice, mailed to them by the territorial 
superintendent of public instruction, to make good their guarantee in 
any respect in which they may have failed, then this adoption shall 
become null and void, and the series of text books now in use in thé 
schools shall remain the legal text books until changed by law; and 
the said books hereby adopted, upon compliance with the conditions 
aforesaid, shall be continued in use until otherwise provided by statute. 
It shall be the duty ofthe superintendent of public instruction to pro- 
ceed by suit in the name of the territory, to enforce and collect the 
bond of the publishers so failing, for the benefit of the common 
schools of the territory.

SEC. 5. The following are the titles of the text books adopted by 
this act, with the introductory and exchange prices which the publish- 
ers shall be bound to maintain as hereinbefore provided: to-wit, the 
introductory prices for one year from and after the first day of July, 
1885, and the exchange prices from said first day of July, 1885, to the 
first day of January, 1886, and the wholesale and retail prices which 
they shall be bound to maintain thereafter :

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Src. 6. Widest ilis publishers of the books hereby aoei 
shall have filed their bond, as hereinafter provided, it shall be the 
duty of the territorial superintendent of public instruction to cause all 
prices of the text books, as guaranteed by the publishers, to be pro- 
perly printed and distributed, through the county superintendents, to . 
the trustees of the several school districts, who shall cause the same 
to be kept constantly posted in a conspicuous place in each school ` 
room in their district, and it shall be the duty of the several county

Sec. 8. All school officers and teachers are charged with the exe- 
cution of this law, and the county school superintendent shall require 
the trustees of the several school districts, or. the clerks thereof, to 
report annually whether the authorized text books are used in their 
schools. 


Src. 9. The publishing houses with which contract is made for 
furnishing the school books herein adopted, shall furnish at the same 
discount from the wholesale list of prices, all supplementary and high 
School books which may be required by trustees and other school 
officers throughout the territory, and which are published by said 
houses or either of them. 


Seo. 10. The legislature may at any time alter or repeal this act.

'SCHOOL TEXT BOOK COMMISSION. 


AN ACT to create a school text book commission.

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Montana: 


SEC. 1. There is hereby created a commission, to be known as the 
school text book commission. Said commission shall consist of the 
territorial superintendent of public instruction, and two other persons, 
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one of whom shall be a practical teacher, to be appointed by the gov- 
ernor, by and with the advice and consent of the legislative council. 
They shall hold office till the end of the session ofthe next legisla- 
tive assembly, 


SEC. 2. It shall be the duty of the school text book commission, 
during the ensuing two years, to carefully examine the school text 
books now in use, and to report to the next legislature what changes, 
if any, should be made in the present series, with their reasons in full 
therefor, and, in case any changes are recommended, the terms on 
on which the books recommended can be obtained, and such other 
information as, in their judgment, may be useful to the legislature. 


Ske. 3. It shall be the duty of the territorial superintendent of 
public instruction, in behalf of the commission, to correspond with 
firms known as school-book publishers, inviting them to send samples 
of school text books, with the prices at which they will be supplied at 
wholesale. The members of the commission shall be repaid their 
actual expenses in traveling to and from the capital of the territory, on 
or before the assembly of the next legislative assembly, for the purpose 
of making the report contemplated in the second section of this act, 
and shall also be paid five dollars per day while engaged in preparing 
said report, provided that not more than three days' time shall be 
thus employed and paid for. . 


Sec. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

AN ACT to authorize school trustees to issue bonds to build or provide school houses. 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Montana : 


Srcrion I. The board of school trustees of any school district 
within the territory shall, whenever a majority of the trustees so de- 
cide, submit to the electors of the district the question, whether the / 
board shall be authorized to issue coupon bonds to a certain amount, 
not to exceed two per cent. of the taxable property in said district, 
and bearing a certain rate of interest, not exceeding seven per centum 
per annum, and payable and redeemable at a certain time, for the 
purpose of building or providing one or more school houses in said 
district, and purchasing land necessary for the same. 
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Src. 2. Such election shall be held in the manner prescribed by 
Section 1133 ofthe Fifth Division of the Revised Statutes of Montana, 
but the ballots shall contain the words: “Bonds, yes,” or “Bonds, no." 
Ifa majority of the votes cast at such election are “Bonds, yes,” 
the board of trustees shall issue such bonds in such form as the board 
may direct, and shall bear the signature of the chairman of the board 
of trustees, and shall be countersigned by the clerk ofthe said school 
district ; and the coupons attached to the bonds shali be signed by 
said chairman and said clerk. And each bond so issued shall be 
registered by the county treasurer in a book provided for that pur- 
pose, which shall show the number and amount of each bond, and the 
person to whom the same is issued. And the said bonds shall be 
sold by the said school trustees as hereinafter provided. xt 


SEC. 3. The school trustees shall give notice by advertisement in 
some newspaper published in this territory, for a period of not less 
than four weeks, to the effect that the said school trustees will sell 
said bonds (briefly describing the same) and stating the time when, 
and the place where, such sale will take place: Provided, that the 
said bonds shall not be sold for less than their par value, and that the 
said trustees are authorized to reject any bids,'and to sell said bonds at 
private sale, if they deem it for the best interest of the district ; and all 
moneys arising from the sale of said bonds shall be paid, forthwith, 
into the treasury ot the county in which such district may be located 
to the credit of said district, and the same shall be immediately avail- 
able for the purpose of building or providing the school houses 

authorized by this act. 


Src. 4. The faith of cach school district is solemnly pledged for 
the payment of the interest and the redemption of the principal of the 
bonds which shall be issued under this act. And for the purpose of 
enforcing the provisions of this act, each school district shall be a body 
- corporate, which may sue and be sued by, or in the name of, the 
board of school trustees of such district. 


Sec. 5. The school trustees of each district shall ascertain and levy, 
annually, the tax necessary to pay the interest when it becomes due, 
and asinking fund to redeem the bonds at their maturity; and said 
tax shall become a lien upon the property ín said school district, and 
be collected in the same manner as other taxes for school purposes. 


Sec 6. When the sum in said sinking fund shall equal or exceed 
the amount of any bond then due, the county treasurer shall post in 
his. office a notice that he will, within thirty days from the date of such 
notice, redeem the bonds then payable, giving the number thereof, 
and preference shall be given to the oldest issue; and if at the ex- 
piration of the said thirty days the holder or holders of said bonds 
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shall fail or neglect to present the same for payment, interest thereon 
shall cease; but the treasurer shall at all times thereafter be ready to 
redeem the same on presentation, and when any bonds shall be so 
purchased or redeemed, the county treasurer shall cancel all bonds so 
purchased and redeemed by writing across the face of such bond or 
bonds, in red ink, the word “redeemed, " and the date of such 
redemption. 


SEC. 7. The county treasurer shall pay out of any moneys belong- 
ing to a school district the interest upon any bonds issued under this 
act by such district when the same shall become due, upon the pre- 
sentation at his office of the proper coupon, which shall show the 
amount due, end the number of the bond to which it belonged; and 
all coupons so paid shall be repone to the school trustees at their 
first meeting thereafter. 


Sac. 8. The school trustees of anyidist ict shall cause to be printed 
or lithographed, at the lowest rates, Suita ¿ble bonds, with the coupons 
attached, when the same shall becóme necessary, and pay therefor 
out of any moneys in the county treasury to the credit of said school 
district.

Src. 9: If any of the school trustees of any district shall fail or re- 
fuse to pay into the proper county treasury the money arising from 
the sale of any bonds provided for by this act, they shall be deemed 
guilty of a felony, and, upon conviction thereof, shall be punished by 
imprisonment in the territorial penitentiary for a term of not less than 
one year nor more than ten years. 


Src. 10. All acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed.

SCHOOL DISTRICT BONDS. 5 . a 


AN ACT to amend an act entitled “An Act to authorize school trustees to issue bonds to 
build or provide school houses." 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Montana: 


Src. 1. That section one of an act entitled “An act to authorize 
school trustees to issue bonds to build or provide school houses,” 
approved March 2, 1883; be, and the same is hereby amended as 
follows : 
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That said section shall not be so construed as to authorize any 
such board of school trustees to submit such question ofissuing bonds 
to the electors of any school district more than one time; nor shall 
the entire levy for such purpose exceed two per cent, on the taxable 
property of the district ; and whenever the bonds of any school district, 
for such purpose, shall have been issued to such an amount, such 
question shall not be again submitted, nor shall any additional bonds 
be issued, until the entire outstanding bonds be paid. 


Src. 2. This act shall not apply to an act entitled "An act to au- 
thorize the school trustees of school district No. 1, of Deer Lodge 
county, to issue additional bonds for certain purposes," approved 
February 13, 1885. 


Approved March 12, 1885. 


AN ACT to provide for the establishment of free public libraries. 


F 
Be it enactea by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Montana: 


SECTION 1. The municipal authorities of any town or city, which 
is now or may hereafter be incorporated under the laws of this terri- 
tory. shall have power to establish and maintain one free public libra- 
ry for the use of the citizens of such town or city, and to that end, and 
for that purpose, may provide by ordinance for the levy and collection 
of a tax of notexceeding one mill on the dollar of all taxable property 
within the corporate limits of such town or city. The city 
treasurer shall preserve the tax so collected in a fund by itself, to be 
known as the “Library Fund,” and the same shall only be expended 
for the purchase of books, equipments, and support and maintenance 
of such public library. 


Src. 2 Before any ordinance for the establishment of a public 
library, or the levy and collection of a library tax, shall have any force 
or validity, it shall first be submitted to the qualified electors of the 
town or city in which it is proposed to found such library. At such 
election the ballots hal have printed or written thereon the words . 
“For public library," or “Against public library ;" and if a majority 
of the votes cast at such election shall be in favor of such public 
library, then the ordinance establishing the same, and levying a tax 
therefor, shall become operative and be in full force; but ifa majority 
be against the establishment of such library, then the ordinance shall 
remain suspended, and shall not take effect, unless thereafter, upon a 
petition signed by thirty or more citizens of said town, the municipal 
authorities re-submit said library ordinance at some regular municipal ` 


- 
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election thereafter held, and the same is ud by a majority of all 
the votes cast at such election. The city council of such town or city 
shall have full power to alter or amend said ordinance in any particular 
during the time the same is suspended, and to re-submit such altered 
or amended ordinance. 

SEC. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

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TEACHERS INSTITUTES. 


Teacher's Institutes were held in all the counties this tall, and the 
Institute work may be pronounced a success for this year throughout 
the territory. The time of year for holding the Institutes was fixed 
after correspondence with all the county superintendents, 
nearly all urged late in the fall as the best time to 
secure a full attendance, giving as chief reason that schools 
would then be in session and teachers chosen for winter term. 
The law zequires schools to be closed and teachers to attend, and 
specifies that salary of teachers shall continue during attendance 
upon Institute. This plan is objected to by some: But in a country 
like ours, when teachers must travel in many cases over one hundred 
miles to attend the Institute, the amount of salary received for the 
time thus spent, meets but a very small portion of the expenses con- 
sequent upon Institute attendance. 

The Institutes were wellattended throughout the territory. The 
weather being exceptionally fine during the time of all the sessions.

GLENDIVE. DAWSON COUNTY. 


The Institute work began at Glendive, August 31st. A three days’ 
session was held, although there are but eight districts in this county, 
there were fourteen teachers enrolled at the Institute, and some of 
these were as bright and well informed teachers as may be fornd in 
any of the states. The citizens manifested much interest in the work 
of the Institute. The lecture by the territorial superintendent was 
delivered in the court house the evening of September 2d, to a full 
house. The citizens of this enterprising town have reason to be 
proud of their school building, a fine well arranged, two story, brick. 
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MILES CITY, CUSTER COUNTY. 


The next Institute was held at Miles City, on the 3d, 4th and sth, 
of September. - This is one of the large counties with but few schools. 
There was, however, a full attendance of the teachers of the county, 
and we had a very profitable session. Here, too, we found an excellent 
school building. The schools have been under the care of the pre- 
sent principal, A. C. Logan, ever since their organization.

BILLINGS, YELLOWSTONE COUNTY. 


Institute was held at Billings, the 7th, 8th and gth of September. " 


Here, too, we were pleased to fad a full representation of teachers, 
who engaged heartly in the work. Mrs, Shuart, the county superin- 


tendent, is an active worker, and by her efforts, added much to the. 


interest of the worx. Billings, also, has a fine two story, brick, school 
building and a corps of most efficient teachers. 


BOZEMAN, MONTANA. 


Institute was held in Bozeman, the 15th, 16th and 17th of Septem- 
ber. Gallatin county, has always been noted for the interest taken 
in Institute work by both teachers and citizens generally, and this 
one surpassed in numbers and interest, any yet held in the county. 
It was the largest institute in the territory. Miss Hamilton, the 
county superintendent, is deserving of great credit, for her work and 
efforts in connection with the Institute of this year. Evening lectures 
were given by Peter Koch, of Bozeman, and J. E. Hendry, of 
Livingston. 


MISSOULA, MISSOULA COUNTY, 


The Institute at Missoula, was held the 21st, 22d and 23 of Sep- 
tember. The county superintendent, J. H. T. Ryman, had made a 
very thorough and careful preparation for the Institute. Almost 
every subject upon the programme was openedby a paper preparedand 
read by some teacher selected for the purpose. These were followed 
by spirited discussions. Four lectures were given in the evenings. 
This was one of the very best of Institutes. The new school building 
in Missoula, is in some respects superior to most other school 
buildings in the territory. 


DEER LODGE, DEER LODGE COUNTY. 


Institute was held the 24th, 25th and 26th of September. A full 
attendance of teachers, and a good degree of interest characterized

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this Institute. Superintendent Catlin, is an experinced educator and 
knows how to conduct an Institute successfully. The public gener- 
ally did not take as much interest in the Institute here, as they did at 
other places. There were five evening lectures. The new brick 
school building, at Deer Lodge, is nui yet completed, but it is hoped 
that it will be soon; work upon it has been suspended for some time, 
because of some trouble about selling bonds. 
= 


BUTTE CITY, SILVER BOW COUNTY. 


Institute was held in Butte, the 28th 29th and 30th of September. 
Nearly all teachers of the county were present, and the Institute was 
a very successful one, Butte employs twenty-six teachers, and all the 
departments are crowded. This city has at present the poorest 
«school buildings of any city in the territory: but the wonderful en- 
terprise of her citizensandthe style ofher other public buildings makes it 
probable that soon Butte will surpass all other towns or cities in the 
territory, in the character and extent of her school buildings. 


DILLON, BEAVERHEAD COUNTY. 


Institute was held in Dillon, the 1st, 2d and 3d of October. A 
very fair attendance of teachers greeted us here, and a.very profitable 
session was held. Some of the best teachers of the territory are to be 
found in Beaverhead county. Dillon, has an excellent two story, 
brick, school building, there are few in the territory better. 


VIRGINIA CITY, MADISON COUNTY. 


This institute was held the 6th, 7th and 8th of October. Madison 
county is one of the oldest counties, and her schools have been favor- 
ed with excellent supervision for several years, we expected to 
meet a large number of enthusiastic teachers here and we were not | 
disappointed. The attendance was large, and the interest great from 
the start. Superintendent J. C. Mahony, is one ofthe most thorough 
and able educators in the territory, and he has reason to be proud of 
the schools in his county.

BOULDER, JEFFERSON COUNTY. 


The Institute began in Boulder, the 13 of October and continued | 
three days. Jefferson county is so cut up with mountain ranges that 
the communities are widely separated. This is one reason why the 
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attendance was so small. 'This Institute was the smallest one held 
in the territory, yet it wasa good one, the teachers present taking 
a lively interest in the work. 


HELENA, LEWIS AND CLARKE COUNTY. 


Institute held in Helena, 20th, 21st and 22d of October. The at- 
tendance was large, and the interest great. The Institure in short, 
was one of the very best held in the territory. In addition to the day _ 
sessions, there were two lectures each evening, the first evening by 
Cornelius Hedges and Rev. L. L. Wood; second evening, R. H. 
Howey and Rev. F. T. Webb; third evening, Rev. Kelsey and W. W. 
Wylie, followed by a short speech by Richard Lockey, chairman of 
school board. 


FORT BENTON, CHOTEAU COUNTY, 


Institute held here the 27th, 28th and 29th of October. Although 
this is one of the very large counties, with few schools, there was a 
fair attendance of teachers, and a very large attendance of citizens. 
The interest was kept up throughout the session. Evening sessions 
were alsó held. 


WHITE SULPHUR SPRINGS, MEAGHER COUNTY. 


Institute held here the 3d, 4th and sth of November, the weather 
was yet fine. There was a fair attendance of teachers, and marked 
interest upon part of citizens as well as teachers. 


This closed the institute season for 1885. The following coun- 
ties have lady superintendents : Lewis and Clarke, Choteau, Meagher, 
Gallatén and Yellowstone, and it is only just to say that school 
affairs in these counties are as well, and in some respects, better 
managed than in most of the remaining counties. These ladies have 
traveled over their large counties, and accomplished work in a man- 
nerthat could not have been surpassed by men. 


TERRITORIAL TEACHERS ASSOCIATION. 


This meeting was held in Bozeman, the 29th 30th and 31st of 
December, 1885. There was a lage representation of teachers from 
the different parts of the territory. Few state associations show a 
larger proportion of able and talented educators than were present at 
this meeting. This is a voluntary association, the expenses are all 
borne by the teachers attending, and when it is known that lady 
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teachers come to this association in mid winter, a distance of near 
three hundred miles, at an individual expense of about forty dollars, 
their zeal for the cause will be understood. It is to be hoped that 
our next legislature will encourage these assemblies, by granting 
some territorial aid. The value ofan association similar to the one 
just held in Bozeman, and the good effect it must have upon the ed- 
ucational interests of the territory, cannot be estimated, the only re- 
gret is, that a much greater number ofthe teachers of the territory 
could not attend. 


It was decided to hold the next metting in Butte City, in the summer 
of 1886.
